view of the provisions of

3107 of the revised statutes, which 
is unrej>ealed by the later law, makes 
such a publication a criminal offense. 
“ Officials of the department stated 
that a careful study of the two pro­ 
visions would be made by the 
de­ 
partment and in due course a eon- 
ehiUon reached as to whether such 
publication is perm Usable under the 
Taw as now amended. 


“ In the meantime, the responsihiL 
itv for such publication must 
rest 
with those who in any way publish 
the details of individual incomes.” 
Briefs of the law applying the m at­ 
ter are being prepared by department 
attorneys for submission to Attorney 
General Stone with whom the final 
decision must rest. Stone is in the 
*we"t and will not return for 
some 
davs.

washed its hands of the whole mat­ 
ter with the declaration that the in­ 
terpretation of the 'law rests alone 
with the justice department. Tele­ 
grams have been dispatched to Inter­

Tarm, from tlx* usual Rush county 
live sto<k and grains to vegetables 
and ^weet c orn to tickle the palate of 
the city dwellers. Xot the least ini - 
portnnt is his 
winter 
butchering, 
which not only takes up much o>f his 
own time but the labor of two a s s is ­ 
tants. The butchering started in 
a 
rather modest wav. Four years ago, 
when lie changed some of his build­ 
ings, lie had p arts of two structures, 
and it occurred to him that he could 
use them best by having them 
put 
together, with an addition, and used 
for the farm packing house. So com­ 
pleti* was 
'his 
arrangement 
that 
some of the neighbors asked him to 
do their work for them. Meats that 
were not used 011 the farm were sold 
in town, and gradually the fame of 
the McMillin hams, bacons and sau- 
' sages spread until in the season of 
1923-24 shipments were made east 
to Xcw Jersey, southeast to 
West

and most of the remainder is 
sold 
t roll. The people of Rushville 
buy 
the fresh meat as it is ready for them 
Country sausage is an especially fa ­ 
vored product, and much of the pork 
is made into sa'usage and sold in this 
form. There i-", of course, the usual 
winter demand for ribs, bark bones, 
tenderloins and the like, but 
very 
much of the meat goes into sausage. 
Two methods are used for curing the 
ham:— the dry salt ami sugar cures. 
The dry salt seems to he the fav­ 
orite with his customers. The smok­ 
ing is done with green hickory wood. 
There is no hurry about disposing 
of the cured meats, and a room i> 
provided for holding them until 
the 
time for shipment. The

There is never 
any offensive odor about the build­ 
ing .md everything, even in the sum­ 
mer wliep out <>f use, was clean and 
neat. The blood was not taken rare 
of fo r the first four years, 
being 
drained away, but Mr. McMillin said 
that this was to he conserved in the 
future. It is a valuable by-product 
of all the larger packing plants, be­ 
ing used for tankage. 
Some time ago one of tlx* manu- i 
faeturcrs of tools for butchering at ; 
home issued a booklet pointing out 
the possibilities for the farm er 
in 
butchering his own hogs and selling 
the pork. This booklet gave methods 
and recipes, and contained many in­ 
teresting suggestions. To most per­ 
sons that booklet was merely a the­ 
ory or a sales talk, but on tlx* Mc­ 
Millin farm this theory wiis 
found 
already in practice. Xot only is the 
packing plant paying for itself and 
growing every year, but ii is supply-' 
ing very remunerative work at a time 
of the year when labor often is the 


lightest and is keeping in Rush coun­ 
ty the dollars that otherwise would 
go to the large cities.

Internal Revenue Department Molds

Forbids Publication

Washington, Oct. 24 — Pending a fi- 


nal decision as to whether it is legal 
io publish income tax figures, the 
department of justice today warned 
publishers that they print such data 
'on (heir own responsibility. 


A statement issued by the depart- 


ment at the direction of 
Solicitor 


General Beck, in charge in the ab- 
sch<ce of Attorney General Stone fol- 
lows: 


"Many inquiries have been 
re- 


ceived by the department of justice 
las to the publication in the press of 
the income tax records seettred from- 
tbe collectors of taxes offices under 
the 'public inspection' provision of 
the tax '/aw passed in May last, in 
view of the provisions of 
section 


3167 of the revised statutes, which 
is unrepealed by the later law, makes 
such a publication a criminal offense. 


"Officials of the department stated 


(hat a careful study of the two pro- 
visions would be made by the de- 
partment, and in due course a con- 
clusion reached as (o whether such 
publication is permissable under the 
law as now amended. 


"In the meantime, the responsibil- 


ity for «uch publication must rest 
with those who in -any way publish 
the details of individual incomes."

RUSH COUNTY FARMER FINDS THAT 


WINTER BUTCHERING IS PROFITABLE 


Harry McHillin, President of Union 


Township Farm Bureau, Ships 
Hams, Bacons artd Sausages to 
Many Distant Points. Now Slaugh- 
tering From 300 to 400 Hogs Each 
Season 


By A. B. ANDREWS 


(In Indiana Farmers' Guide) 


Harry A. McAIiilin, president of the 


farm bureau, Union tWnship, Rush 
county, Indiana, diversifies oii 
his 


farm, from the usual Rusli county 
live stoc'k and grains to vegetables 
and sweet corn to tickle the palate of 
the city dwellers. Not the least im- 
portant js Iris 
winter butchering, 


which not only takes up much of his 
own time but the labor of two assis- 
tants. The butchering started in a 
rather modest way. Four years ago, 
•.when he changed some of his build- 
ings, he had parts of two structures, 
and it occurred to him that he could 
use them best by having them put 
together, with an addition, and used 
for the farm packing house. So com- 
plete was 'his arrangement 
that 


some of the neighbors asked him to 
do their work for them. Meats that 
were not used on the farm were sold 
in town, and gradually the fame of 
the ^Mcilillin bams, bacons and sau- 
sages spread until in the season of 
1923-24 shipments were made east 
to New Jersey, southeast to 
West i

and most of the remainder is sold 
fresh. The people of Rushville buy 
the fresh meat as it is ready for them 
Country sausage is an especially fa- 
vored product, and much of tfie pork 
is made into sausage and sold in this 
form. There is, of course, the usual 
winter demand for ribs, back bones, 
tenderloins and the like, but 
very 


much of the meat goes into sausage. 
Two methods are used for curing the 
hams—the dry salt and sugar cures. 
The dry salt seems to be the fav- 
orite with his customers. The smok- 
ing is done with green hickory wood. 
There is no hurry about disposing 
of the cured meats, and a room is 
provided for holding them until the 
time -for shipment. The

.Virginia and north to Petosky, Mich- 
igan. Where 50 to 00 head 'were 
slaughtered at the start, 300 to 400 
are now used. 


Mr. MeMillin said that one of the 


important points for the farmer who 
is doing butchering is to select the 
same 'kind of hog for sale as would 
be chosen for use on the farm. When 
his own hogs have been used or sold 
off, 'he buys -from his neighbors and 
gets their liest. He feeds 400 to more 
than 500 a year on his farm, but 
when there are ready to go to mar- 
ket, he doee not hold them for his 
own purposes.

for handling this work is complete 
though not so expensive as one might 
imagine from a visit through -a large 
packing 'hqnse. There is a small yard 
•where the hogs are brought up to the 
plant. After a hog is killed it goes 
through a trap door in the north 
wall of the building, and on -a device 
for lowering it into the scalding tub. 
Then- it is raised by this device and 
rolled to the table where it is scraped. 
Blocks and tackle, blocks, •cleavers, 
knives, grinders and the like make 
up the tools and other 
equipment.

To .most per- 
sons that booklet was merely a the- 
ory or a sales talk, but on the Me- 
Millin farm this theory was 
found, 


already in practice. Not only is the 
packing plant paying for itself and 
growing every year, but it is supply- 
ing very remunerative work at a time 
of the year when labor often is the 
lightest and is keeping in Rush coun- 
ty the dollars that otherwise would 
go to the large cities.
